Jam es Gentry, Boyhood Compan 


ion of War President, Dead 


at Rockport. 


MUST BE UNIFORM 


Rockport. Ind.. May 5.—James Gen­ 
try, said to be the'last su rviving play­ 
mate of Abraham Lincoln, is dead at 
his home Fere after a short illness. 
Death was du e to old age. 
He was 
the oldest native-born citizen of Spen­ 
cer cou nty. 
James Gentry was known to almost 
every man. woman and child in Spen­ 
cer cou nty. He was born Feb. 24. 4819 , 
in Spencer cou nty, near where Gen- 
tryville now stands, and 
was the 
you ngest of eight children. His father 
was one of tne first settlers of Spen­ 
cer cou nty and accu mu lated a fortu ne. 
James Gentry was engaged in the mer­ 
cantile bu siness at Gentryville for 
many years. 
He bou ght cattle" and 
hogs from the farmers in Spencer, 
Warrick and Du bois cou nties for a 
radiu s of fifty miles and the stock was 
driven overland to Lou isville and Cin­ 
cinnati. where It was marketed. 
Gentry w as ten yecrs you nger than 
Abraham Lincoln, and in his boyhood 
days he was closely associated with 
the great 
war president. 
Lincoln 
worked for Gentry’s father. 
In this 
way the two boys became well ac­ 
qu ainted and in recent years Gentry 
never grew tired of telling of the days 
he and “Abe” spent together.

St. Petersbu rg, May 5.- I ndetorred 
by the Complete order which prevailed 
in St. Petersbu rg on May day accord­ 
ing to the western Eu ropean calendar 
and the energy and potency of the gov­ 
ernment measu res to prevent disor­ 
ders, the Social-Democratic committee 
is going ahead with plans for great 
demonstrations on May 1 of the Ru s­ 
sian calendar, which falls on May 14, 
according to western reckoning. 
The 
committee has placed the pu blic an« l 
police in possession of its plans in a 
widely circu lated proclamation, bu t 
dou bt is expressed in well posted lib­ 
eral and indu strial circles of its abil­ 
ity to accomplish mu ch in the line of 
the demonstration and disorder,which 
it 
desires. 
The 
proclamation 
an­ 
nou nces a nu mber of parades in vari­ 
ou s qu arters of the city converging at 
a central point. 
It also declares the 
intention of offering armed resistance 
if the police or troops endeavor to dis­ 
perse parades; bu t thou gh the most 
active revolu tionists anti anarchists 
are provided to some 
extent with 
bombs and firearms, the great mass 
of the popu lation on which they rely 
for the demonstration are known to be 
u nprovided with weapons. 
Mu ch de­ 
pends on the temper of the working­ 
men. which varies from day to day. 
At present the workingmen appear to 
he disinclined to a program ot rioting 
and pillage, bu t It Is qu ite probable 
that a strike on a large scale will be 
declared on May 14. 
Railroad strikes 
especially are anticipated. 
The em­ 
ployes of the St. Petersbu rg-Moscow 
road are said to be planning a tie-u p 
and on the trans-Cau casion as well as 
on the trans-Siberian lines strikes are 
so probable that the government is 
now sending traine« ! men from the rail­ 
way division of the army over the 
roads to acqu aint 
themselves with 
their operation in order to be able to 
step in in case of a strike.

bu t when he was told of the $25 fee he 
balked and refu sed to take ou t a license 
at all. 
For this he was fined $50 by 
Mayor McCormick.

The engineering skill of Morton H. 
Downey, of Anderson, formerly su r­ 
veyor of Ku sh cou nty, has been en­ 
listed by the government in its efforts 
to reclaimfthe ‘Kankakee marshes. 
The Anderson Bu lletin says: 
“ In the selection of Mr. Downey as 
consu lting engineer, in this immense 
u ndertaking, a capable and efficieu t 
civil engineer has been chosen. 
A 
more competent man in that line of 
work cou ld notjbe fou nd. C. G.JElliott, 
the Department Agricu ltu re Engineer 
of Washington will visit all sections 
of the marsh district. 
With him will 
be Professor W. D. Spence, of Pu rdu e 
University, ami M. H. Downey, of 
Anderson, who have been detailed to 
assist in the work. 
“ Part of the ftiarsh land that Mr. 
Elliott propost« to reclaim lies in Illi­ 
nois, ami this will also be inclu ded iu 
his investigation. The entire area has 
a breadth of abou t 85 miles. 
Within 
Ibis distance the Kankakee river has 
morethan two thou sand sharp bends 
and travels abou t 240 miles.

A com m ittee of prom inent b u siness 
men headed b y John G. Shedd of M ar­ 
shall Field & Co., went to Springfield 
yesterday afternoon to lay the situ a­ 
tion b efore Governor Deneen and to 
declare that in their opinion condi­ 
tions in Chicago were su ch that the 
m ilitia is im peratively needed. 
The 
Chicago Clearing Hou se association 
adopted sw eeping resolu tions declar­ 
ing that the riots in the streets were 
constantly increasing in fu ry and had 
gone b eyond the power of the civil 
au thorities of the city and cou nty to 
control. 
It was therefore the opinion 
of the m em b ers of the clearing hou se 
that the state troops shou ld b e at once 
called u pon. 
Both Mayor Du nne and 
Sheriff B arrett have b en delu ged b y 
letters and m essages declaring that 
conditions had b ecome insu pportab le 
and that a stop to the rioting shou ld 
b e made at once. 
N otw ithstanding all 
this pressu re 
the sheriff is determ ined to take the 
situ ation in hand him self, declaring 
that u ntil he has done so he wiii not b e 
ju stified in calling for the militia. 
Mayor Du nne for three hou rs yes­ 
terday afternoon rode the down town 
streets In a carriage and on his retu rn 
to the city hall declared that he had 
seen no violence and b elieved the po­ 
lice to b e fu lly ab le to cope with the 
situ ation. 
The b u siness men who are anx iou s 
for troops point as an argu m ent to the 
long list of inju red which is printed 
every day and declare that this alone 
is su fficient evidence to prove that the 
rioting is not su ppressed. 
They de­ 
clare that they are u nab le to m ake re 
tail deliveries in many parts of the 
city, and b u t for the fact that m any 
of their 
men 
are

gu ards carrying rifles and shotgu ns, 
they wou ld b e m u rdered In the streets.

conference

l>evy Meyer, attorney for the Em ploy­ 
ers' association, and the leaders of the 
team sters’ u nion.

fore Its com m encem ent that the m eet­ 
ing wou ld have strong influ ence toward 
the settlem ent of the strike.
